Paris, Oct. 8.—A general conflagra- 
tion in the Balkans is expected by 
officials here within forty-eight hours. 
Montenegro's declaration of war 
against Turkey is regarded as merely 
the beginning, It is believed that the 
other units in the Balkan coalition 
will follow suit as soon as the mob- 
ilization of their armies is complete. 

There is only a faint hope now that 
the representations of the powers will 
avert general hostilities. 

Montengro’s move is considered in 
Paris to be all a part of the pre-ar- 
ranged plain. It is asserted that 
Greece was first selected by tne Balk- 
an confederation to force the issue 
and inaugurate the war, This could 
easily have been done by Greece seat- 
ing in the Greek Parliament the depu- 
ties from Crete, which was certain to 
prove a casus belli to Turkey. Greece 
however, declined to accept responsi- 
bilities for starting the flame of bat- 
tle, ei 
Montengro Pickod Vor Task. 

Montengro was then picked for the 
task. She had a long-standing quar- 
rel with Turkey over the boundary 
question and Turkey's refusal to grant 
satisfaction was seized upon as Justiti- 
cation for Montengro’'s resort to arms, 
A prominent diplomat said tonignt: 

“Jt looks as if our fine MNuropean 
diplomacy had been beaten by the

promises, Turkey's recent decision to 
inaugurate reforms which were con- 
sidered unsatisfactory and the slow- 
ness and hesitancy of certain powors 
to join in urgent intervention has led 
the Balkan people to feel that the 
battlefield wags the only sure mean# 
of enacting what they felt to be jus- 
tice.”

“It igs not doubted here that cooler 
heads in Bulgaria have been against 
the war from. the start, bue popular 
excitement has reached such a high 
piteh that the country will be prac- 
tically driven to war to satisfy 
public opinion.

IWAR DECLARED. | 


IN THE BALKANS 
BY MONTENEGRO 


Actual Hostilities Against Turkey 
Have Broken Out on 
Frentier. 


EFFORTS TO MAINTAIN 
\PEACE FORESTALLED 


Action By Five Great Powers 
May Wow Prove 
Futile, 


Cettinje, Montenegro, Oct, 8.—Mon- 
tenegro formally declared war on 
Turkey this morning. The deciara- 
tion of war was delivered to the 
Porte by the Montenegrin Charge 
d’Affairs. Heavy fighting is already 
in progress along the frontier. Nine 
battalions of Turkish troops which 
were proceding from Scutari to Tusi 
along the Montenegrin frontier, were 
attacked late yesterday by a detach- 
ment of Malissori tribesmen, 

The fighting began just outside Tusi 
and continued all night with vigor. 
The battle was still in progress this 
morning, 

Forestalled Peace Efforts. 

London, Oct, 8.—The declaration of 
war on Turkey, reported from Cettin- 
je to have mn made today by the 
little king: »m of Montenegro, fore- 
stalled the action of the Murupean 
vers for peace by only a few hours 
the ambassadors at Constantinople 
and the ministers at the capitals of 
Bulgaria, Greece and Montenegro had 
been expected to make representa- 
tions on behalf of their governments 
this morning, and a despatch from 
Belgrade affirms that their program 
has been carried out there, It is 
feared generally in diplomatic circles 
here that the action Montenegro has 
precipitated and the fighting reported 
to have taken place betwen Turkish 
and Montenegrin troops on the fron- 
tier will tend to frustrate the efforts 
of diplomacy, It ig thought likely 
that the other Balkan states may Gde- 
cide to follow the lead of Montenegro 
and throw their armies into Turkey. 

Cause of the Crisis, 

The situation of the Christians in 
Albania and -u.acedonia and the de- 
mand of the Balkan states that these 
provinces should be granted auton- 
omy are the main causes of the crisis. 

Despatches from Constantinople re- 
ceived here during the night say the 
military patrols were going round the 
city requisitioning all the horses, he 
military authorities, too, had placed 
troops on board a large number of 
Greek’ vessels, which they had seized 
in Turkist waters, and it is under- 
stood these are to be*usea for tne 
transportation of troops. The Greek 
legation has ordered the masters of 
vessels to land the crews. 

Russo-Austrian Note. 

Sofia, Bulgaria, Oct. 8.—The <Aus- 
trian and Russian ministers at noon 
today made joint representat to 
the Bulgarian government on behalf 
of the Powers. They informed the 
Bulgarian government that the Pow- 
ers strongly disapproved of the war- 
like attitude of the Balkan states, and 
urged upon them a prompt cessation 
of the military concentration, They 
advised the government to leave to 
the cabinet of the great Powers the 
task of assuming Macedonian re- 
forms. 

Vote $8,900,000 for War. 

Belgrade, Servia, Oct. 8.—Reports 
reached here tolay that Montenegrin 
troops had crossed the Turkish fron- 
tier. The Servian parliament today 
voted an extra Gredit of $8,900,000 
for military purposes, and the mer- 
chants of this city are making large 
donations to the funds being raised 
for the assistance of poor families 
whose bread-winners have been called 
upon for military service. Three hun~ 
dred beds with seyen doctors and 
forty-five nurses, ent here by the 
Russian Red Cross Society, arrived 
today, 


Irom Bad to Worse, 

Premier Pachitch, speaking at the 
conclusion of debate in the Servian 
parliament, declared that the treat- 
ment of the Serviang in Macedonia 
had gone from bad to worse, and that 
the Balkan states could no longer en- 
dure the suffering of their brethren 
across the border. 

He insisted that the Ottoman g0V- 
ernment should be compelled to car- 
ry out reforms in the provinces of 
Turkey-in-Kurepe, 

Feeling of Suspense in Paris, 

Paris, Oct. 8.—The feeling here |s 
one of great suspense as all realize 
that a crisis in the Balkans has been 
reached and the result of the inter- 
vention of the Powers at Constanti- 
nople in the Balkan case, which must 
goon be known, is anxiously awaited. 
Great Britain today informed Premier 
Poincaire that she now agrees to the 
suggestion that intervention at Con- 
stantinople should be made coliective- 
ly by the ambassadors of the five 
great Powers, This strengthens the 
hands of the Powers in their repre- 
sentatioings. An effort of the Bul- 
garian government to borrow $1,000, 
000 from a bank here has failed, re- 
mier Poincaire having advised against 
it

Rarely, if ever, has any world series 
game provided sich a dramatic finish 
‘wo runs behind, the Giants’ support- 
ers had given up hope. Hundreds were 
leaving the stands when Merkle sent a 
single Whistling to the outfield after 
one man was ont, liven then the 
chance of tieing the score seemed re- 
mote, but a Texas leaguer by Herzog 
followed quickly by a smoking IQ@t by 
the Indian, Meyers, which sent Merkle 
home, put the stands in a flame of ex- 
cltement. 

With the Giants on| second and third, 
thousands stood in their seats and 
yelled Fletcher swung his bat nerv- 
ously at the plate, while Joe Wood, 
white of face, seemed anxious.
